A Honolulu editor urges that the execution 
of Hirohito Is necessary to prevent further 
Japanese aRgresslon. Granting that the edi- 
tor. In a. city which Includes t\ large Japanese 
colony, knows the character and habits of the 
Jap better than most of us, we still question 
his suggestion. 

Hirohito, believed by his people to be a de- 
scendant of the sun goddess. Is a confusion 
or god and. emperor. He ts the center of the 
Japanese state religion, but his temporal 
power lias risen and fallen according to the 
whims and temper of his ministers. And 
there seems ample evidence that the mili- 
tarist clique, not the emperor, willed and 
. planned this war. 

To execute Hirohito would be both Inexpe- 
dient and un-Amerlcnn. Such an act would 
probably rouse the Japanese people, even 
though defeated, to a fury that would prolong 
resistance and cost many more American 
lives.

When he was unable to collect the favors 
he exited In return, he broke with the President 
nnd has since been his bitter enemy and a political 

He sought to defeat thr President In 10*0 by return- 
ing to the OOP and swinging CIO support to Wendell 
Wllttie. He lost on that gamble and wai forced lo 
quit the presidency of the CIO. Ha then tried lo build 
his United Mine Workers and district 50 eatch-nll 
union into a rival labor federation, and failed. He 
tried lo get back into the AFL, but found the door was 
closed. He challenged the powrr of the United Stoles 
government In wartime through the coal strike) of 
IMS-atid again lost. 

Lewis lifts wandered all over the labor and pollUcal 
landscape but now, save In his own single union Juris- 
diction, he marches alone. Today he Is a man without 
a party and tomorrow he may be a man without any 
follower*. Whatever labor vote Oov. Dewpy may draw
